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Romulus man charged 
in murder conspiracy

A Romulus man , accused of trying to hire a “hit 
man” to kill his business partner and next-door 
neighbor, waived his right to a preliminary ex¬ 
amination Friday morning in 19th District Court 
in Dearborn. 

Albert Holton, 35, is charged with conspiracy to 
incite, induce or extort another to murder or kill a 
person. The alleged intended victim, Vincent 
Bobak, 35, also of Romulus, is a co-owner with 
Holton in B & H Video stores in Dearborn Heights 
and Sterling Heights. 

According to Romulus Detective Sam Chalton, 
Holton allegedly had voiced an interest in doing 
away with his partner to a female employee of the 
Dearborn Heights store. 

“She wasn ’t sure if he was joking or not , ” Chal¬ 
ton said, “but she made up a story about having a 
relative who did that kind of work, just in case. 

“She was concerned with Bobak’s life. She 
thought ‘maybe he’ll come to me first if he is 
serious.’” 

It proved to be a smart move on the employee’s 
part, because Holton allegedly “called everyday, 
asking if she had contacted her uncle yet about 


the job,” explained Chalton. 

It was three or four weeks after the initial com¬ 
ments were made that the Romulus Police were 
contacted. 

Chalton said “Vincent Bobak came to me on the 
21st of March, he had with him a female em¬ 
ployee who told me his partner was trying to kill 
him. They were convinced he wasn’t just talking 
and that he meant business. After gathering the 
facts, I contacted the State Police, and we set the 
trap.” 

At approximately 5:20 p.m. on March 22, Holton 
was arrested in the Westborn shopping center 
parking lot on Michigan Avenue in Dearborn af¬ 
ter allegedly paying an undercover Michigan 
State Police trooper, posing as a for-hire hit man, 
a cash down payment on a $1,000 contract.” 

According to Chalton, the trouble reportedly 
stemmed from Bobak pressuring Holton to sell 
his share of the business, which was supposedly 
going downhill. 

Holton is free on a $10,000 bond with the condi¬ 
tion that he not return to his Romulus home — 
which is next door to Bobak — but stay instead 
with his mother in Wyandotte. A date for the trial 
has not been set.

Carey to seek state rep post 


Mary Lou Carey, Huron 
Township’s veteran clerk, 
announced her candidacy for 
state representative of the new 
21st District at the Huron 
Township Board meeting last 
week. 

Mrs. Carey, active in Huron 
politics for nearly 20 years, told 
the board that she enters the up¬ 
coming political campaign with 
“the encouragement of my hus¬ 
band and my daughter, and 
many friends and supporters.” 

The representative’s position 
was vacated by the death of 
Richard Sullivan in February 
from an unexpected heart 
attack. His wife had died in De¬ 
cember from a heart attack. 

Carey was raised as a child in 
Detroit and Rockwood and 


moved to Huron Township in 
1950, the year of her marriage to 
Bob Carey. 

She raised two children, both 
daughters, Pamela and Gayle, 
while working at General Motors 
for 16 years. She became active 
in community affairs during that 
time, particularly in education 
and the girl scouts’ organization. 

In 1971, Carey was appointed 
township clerk by the Huron 
Board, and was elected to that 
position in 1972 and 1974; lost by 
39 votes against Sandra Rhodes 
in 1976, and in turn defeated her 
in 1978, and was again re-elected 
in 1980 for the first 4-year term 
for township officials in 
Michigan. 

The township clerk, who is 
known outside her area through 


activities in various groups and 
township and state organiza¬ 
tions, is competing for a position 
in the House of Representatives 
which represents a new area. 

The new district now includes 
two new townships in Lenawee 
County: Deerfield and Ridgeway 
and still includes Huron and 
Sumpter townships in Wayne 
County and parts of Monroe and 
Washtenaw County. 

“I’m sure it’s going to be a 
tough race because there are 
several other qualified candi¬ 
dates,” she said later. 

“However, my years of experi¬ 
ence in local government, and 
representing many of these 
same townships as a director of 
the Michigan Township Associa¬ 
tion will help me,” she added.

Change of life: 

Heart attack aJtei;s>normal lifestyle

Dec. 10, 1982 noon James 
Symington, a robust 54-year-old 
Westland resident, prepares for 
work.

A U.S. citizen for 25 years, 
Symington retains the ruddy 
complexion, clear eyes and soft 
brogue reminiscent of his home¬ 
land, Scotland. 

With five grown children, 
Symington’s days have settled 
into a predictable routine of work 
(Symington has been in the meat 
cutting business for 41 years), 
quiet evenings and, weather per¬ 
mitting, a competitive hobby of 
lawn bowling. 

There is no clue, no warning. 


nothing to indicate that this day 
will be any different. 

1:30 p.m. Symington arrives to 
work the afternoon shift at the 
Livonia Food Emporium super¬ 
market. 

3:15 p.m. He walks to a nearby 
restaurant for coffee. 

3:30 p.m. Symington returns 
from his coffee break and re¬ 
sumes work. Puzzled,he hesi¬ 
tates. A cold sensation is cours¬ 
ing through his body. There is a 
strange tightening in his arm and 
in his chest, which suddenly 
seems weak, incapable of sup¬ 
porting even his outer skin. 

Unaware that the next few mo¬ 
ments are dictating the course of 
his life forever, Symington col¬ 
lapses to a seat on some card¬ 
board boxes. He refuses an 
ambulance, promises his co¬ 
workers he will return the follow¬ 
ing day, and leaves for home.

Moments later Symington is 
maneuvering his automobile 
around a curve when the sensa¬ 
tion returns. To compensate for 
the icy flow in his limbs, a bewil¬ 
dered Symington turns the car 
heater up. He pulls off the free¬ 
way and s’*^s until, a few minutes 
later, the sensation subsides. 

That evening Symington admits 
to his wife Kathy that he feels 
odd, but assures here he’ll be 
well enough to go back to work 
the following day. 

Dec. 11 Still Xeeling strange but 
not actually ill, Symington visits 
his family doctor and describe 
his symptons. The doctor listens, 
looks up in alarm and adminis¬ 
ters a quick EKG test. He then 
orders Symington’s immediate 
admission to Botsford Hospital’s 
intensive care unit. 

That evening James Symington, 
who was born in his mother’s 
Scotland home, whose body 


bears not a single scar and who 
has never broken so much as a 
finger, stares at a hospital wall 
for the first time in his life and, 
also for the first time, begins to 
suspect that he might not return 
to work the next day. 

One year and four months la¬ 
ter, Symington still hasn’t re¬ 
turned to work. 

“A year ago I didn’t know what 
a soap opera was. Now I never 
miss ‘The Guiding Light,’ ” is, 
how Symington describes one of 
the many changes since his heart 
attack blocked portions of one 
main and two minor arteries. 

The quick laugh, ruddy com¬ 
plexion and hearty frame help 
Symington appear much youn¬ 
ger than his 56 years. 

But he says he feels older.

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No. 1 killer 

Lifestyle could determine if you’re the next victim

How much do you know about heart disease? Do 
you or a close family member have heart disease? 
Do you know anyone who has had a heart attack ? Do 
you smoke? Are you overweight or do you lead an 
inactive life? 

If your answer to any of these questions is yes, 
learning more about heart disease, its risk factors, 
and how you can keep your heart healthy is in your 
best interests. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels are the 
leading cause of death in the United States today. In 
1984,1.5 million Americans will have a heart attack 
and approximately 36 percent of those people will 
die as a result. An estimated 64.4 billion dollars will 
be spent on the treatment of cardiovascular diseases 
this year alone. Local statistics also reveal heart 
disease to be the number one killer (see chart). 

To change these figures and reduce the number of 
cardiovascular related deaths, individuals must de¬ 
termine their risk of developing heart disease and 
begin programs to modify such risks. 

The heart is a hollow, specialized muscle. It’s 
primary function is to pump blood continuously 
through the body, so body organs receive the vital 
nutrients needed to sustain life. The normal heart is 
approximately the size of a closed fist and is located 
behind the breastbone and slightly toward the left. 

It is composed of four chambers and four cardiac 
valves which help regulate blood flow in an orderly 
manner. For it to function properly, the heart itself 
must receive an adequate blood supply, which it gets 
from the arteries that serve it — the coronary 
arteries. 

There are two main coronary artery systems lo¬ 
cated on the outer surface of the heart, which supply 
the muscle with oxygen-rich blood. 

When these arteries become “clogged” with fatty 
deposits (atherosclerosis or hardening of the arter¬ 
ies) coronary artery disease (CAD) exists. This is 
not a disease one acuires overnight, and, in fact it 
may take years before symptoms develop. Its cause 
remains unknown, but there are a number of factors 
that put a person at risk of developing atheroscler¬ 
osis and suffering its consequences. 

Angina pectoris and myocardial infarction (M.I., 


heart attack, coronary) are the two major complica¬ 
tions resulting from coronary artery disease. 

Angina is a chest discomfort or pain that occurs 
when a portion of the heart muscle is temporarily 
depleted of blood. This usually occurs during exer¬ 
tion when extra demands are placed on the heart. 
The narrowed coronary arteries are unable to deliv¬ 
er enough blood to the muscle to meet its needs. This 
pain is generally relieved with rest and/or nitrog¬ 
lycerin tablets under the tongue and usually lasts 
less than five minutes. 

Myocardial infarction, or heart attack is actually 
the death of a portion of the heart muscle. This is 
caused by a total loss of blood supply to that portion 
of the heart muscle for a prolonged period of time

and is generally due to advanced atherosclerosis. 

The cause of coronary artery disease is unknown, 
but certain risk factors have beenidentified. 

Risk factors that can be changed by behavior, 
beliefs, and life-style are modifiable ones. Modifi¬ 
able risk factors include, hypertension (high blood 
pressure), diabetes, obesity, cigarette smoking, in¬ 
active life-style, stressful life-style, and high 
cholesterol and triglyceride levels (fatty subst¬ 
ances). 

Non-modifiable risk factors include sex, age, and 
heredity. The key to maintaining a healthy heart is 
in the modification of risk factors. 

Cigarette smoking is a major health hazard. 

Contained in each cigarette is the dangerous gas, 
carbon monoxide and an addicting drug called nico¬ 
tine. Carbon monoxide decreases the oxygen¬ 
carrying capacity of red blood cells, which causes 
the heart rate and blood pressure to increase. As a 
result of prolonged cigarette use, thickening of arte¬ 
rial vessel wall will occur. 

Nicotine is known to constriqt blood vessels and 
could be an obvious danger to an already narrowed 
vessel. Smokers with coronary artery disease may 
experience chest discomfort when they smoke. 

Most Americans are too heavy. Obesity places an 
added burden on the heart and is associated with 
high blood pressure, diabetes, increased levels of 
blood fats, and reduced physical activity. 

Elevated blood fat levels, specifically cholesterol 
and triglycerides, is another risk factor. An excess 


of these substances in the blood causes deposits 
along artery walls, causing the arteries to narrow 
and roughen. 

Unfortunately, it is the American way to rush, 
rush, rush! In our fast moving society, it is truly 
difficult to live a stressful life. There is a personality 
type that has been associated with an increase risk 
to CAD and is known as the type “A” personality. 
Characteristics of such a person are aggressive¬ 
ness, high competitive drive, impatience, and time 
urgency. 

Stress causes a release of various body hormones 
that cause the heart rate and blood pressure to in¬ 
crease, placing an extra burden on the heart. Con¬ 
tinuous, prolonged stress has also been shown to 
increase blood cholesterol and triglyceride levels, 
^ as well as sugar levels. 

It is impossible for a person to change the fact that 
he or she has high blood pressure or diabetes (high 
sugar levels), but both these conditions, which in¬ 
crease the risk of developing heart disease can be 
controlled. Constant high blood pressure also causes 
a wear and tear of artery linings and accelerates the 
buildup of fatty deposits along the artery wall. 

Diabetes leads to increased cholesterol levels, 
predisposing a person to the early development of 
atherosclerosis. 

Our bodies were not made to remain inactive. A 
person who is sedentary frequently is also over¬ 
weight and has higher-than-normal blood cholester¬ 
ol levels. The efficiency of the heart and circulatory 
system is hampered, so the heart rate and blood 
pressure rises with even minimal physical exertion. 

These risk factors can be changed. 

Although one cannot change the non-modifiable 
risk Factors, one should not ignore them because 
they are good indicators for predicting one’s level of 
risk. 

Presently, men are at a higher risk for the de-

velopment of coronary artery disease than women, 
but these statistics are quickly changing. Also, the 
older one is the higher the risk. 

Examine your family history. If one’s parents, 
grandparents, or other blood relatives have had a 
history of heart disease, this places the person at a 
greater risk. 

It is advisable to consult a physician before chang¬ 
ing exercise, diet or medication program.

Students earn scholarships

“I get up at 5 a.m. to drive my 
wife to work, stop for coffee and a 
doughnut, read the paper and 
I’m ready to fall asleep again.” 

Low-cholesteral egg scram¬ 
bles (“which don’t taste any¬ 
thing like eggs”) now replace the 
hefty sausage and egg breakfast 
that used to be daily fair. A two- 
pack-a-day cigarette habit has 
diminished to 12. 

Stress, a factor that even 
Symington’s close friends never 
recognized (“People always 
asked me why I never got upset 
about anything. But I kept it in¬ 
side.”) has taken a new form — 
once caught up in pressures of 
work, now it’s inactivity that 
Symington finds aggravating. 

Housework occupies a large 
portion of each day. When the 
weather breaks, Symington will 
begin lawn bowling practices 
and enter a series of Canadian 
tournaments where he placed 
first among 100 competitors last 
year. Chairman of the House and 
Ground Committee, he will 
spend time patrolling his apart¬ 
ment complex, fulfilling part of 
the walking exercise prescribed 
by his physicians. 

“I have plenty of hobbies,” 
Symington says. “It’s working 
and bringing home a paycheck 
that I miss. 

“If I was sick in bed things 
would be different,’’ he con¬ 
tinues. “But with this heart 
thing, I don’t feel that bad. Still, 
doctors say I can’t do lifting or 
manual labor. I was going to 
work another ten years and my 
wife was going to quit her job. 
Now I stay home and watch her 
go to work every day. We made 
financial plans. Now our plans 
are knocked to hell.” 

When you’re at home and not 
working, Symington says, 
there’s plenty of time for the im¬ 
agination to run wild. 


“You get a little cramp in your 
hand and think it’s another heart 
attack,” he says. “You start to 
think twice about all the things 
you used to do without thinking. I 
guess I’m overly cautious.” 

Symington isn’t the only one. 
Well meaning family members 
and friends have begun fervently 
guarding the health of the man 
they love. 

“The other day,” Symington 
laughs, “my five-year-old grand¬ 
daughter saw me eat a hambur¬ 
ger and asked, ‘Grandpa, did the 
doctor say you could eat that?”’ 

Sue Housholder, nurse clini¬ 
cian in cardiovascular disease at 
Sinai Hospital, says that Syming- 
ton’s case is in some respects un¬ 
usual. 

“The vast majority of people 
who sustain heart attacks go on 
to lead normal lives, including 
returning to work,” Housholder 
says, “but it’s not uncommon to 
experience adjustment prob¬ 
lems also. Heart patients go 
through a lot, and the toughest 
thing of all is depression.” 

Any loss, the nurse notes, 
prompts a grieving process, but 
factors like the family (who, by 
becoming overly protective, 
may unwittingly promote help¬ 
lessness and reinforce an inval- 
ism situation) determine how 
long it takes to move from one 
stage to the next. 

“It’s hard to generalize, be¬ 
cause every patient is an indi¬ 
vidual,” Housholder notes, "but 
much of the recovery is up to the 
patient and how willing he is to do 
what is necessary to prevent 
another attack. 

“I can’t stress enough how 
much hope there is,^and how 
much help is available to those 
recovering from heart attacks,” 
Housholder says. “Counseling 
for the patient and family, sup¬ 
port groups and other help is 
available in cardiac rehabilita¬ 
tion programs in almost every 
major hosptial.”

The SPACE (Special Prog¬ 
ram for Academic and Crea¬ 
tive Enrichment) program, 
based at Merriman 
Elementary School pro¬ 
vides a unique opportunity 
for some of the academical¬ 
ly talented children in 
Romulus.

Barden sees 
early summer 

cable turn-on 

According to Don Barden, president of Barden Cablevision, the 
first Romulus homes should be hooked up and ready to receive cable 
television by “late June, early July,” and while the contract with the 
city stipulates that all of Romulus be hooked up by August 1985, 
Barden says that his company “will finish sooner than that.” 

“ At the moment, they are awaiting delivery of the Earth Station, 
which will handle the signals. It is expecred to arrive within 10 days. 

“The tower is already there,” Barden explained, “and it should be 
ready to go up in less than two weeks, at which time we’ll have our 
groundbreaking ceremonies. And the wiring of the city s.hould start 
simultaneously.” 

Barden Cablevision of Romulus will be headquartered in the old 
Manufacturers Bank building, located at 12750 Huron River Drive. 
Renovation is currently underway. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally, who was updated on the situation by 
Barden on Monday, said she is “cautiously optimistic” about the 
proceedings. 

“I’m very happy that things are underway, but I don’t want people 
to have the impression that cable is available, and they aren’t getting 
it — it just isn’t available yet,” she said. 

“I wish it was,” McAnally added. “My family is as anxious as any 
to receive it! ” 

According to Barden, the southwest quadrant of Romulus will be 
the first section of the city to be able to receive the pay television 
service. 

Barden Cablevision won the Romulus franchise “by default,” 
according to McAnally, when “the two companies rated highest by 
the cable consulting firm, Comcast and Omnicom Cablevision drop¬ 
ped out after negotiation with the previous mayor.” 

But McAnally expressed optimism that Barden can do the job well, 
and said that “any kind of activity is a plus. It’s good to see things 
finally underway.” 


Huron OKs '84 budget 


A $1.566,382 budget was approved 5-1 by the 
Huron Township Board last week. 

The 1984-85 budget is $219,470 more than 
last year's $1,346,912 figure. 

Tf there is any where the board wants to do 
some cutting, be my guest,” said Township 
Supervisor A.J. Haener. 

The biggest single increase in the new 
budget is in the area of Public Safety. 

The cost this upcoming year will be 
$623,165, up $73,309. 

Replacement of outdated equipment, and 
inflated costs of new police cars accounts for 
much of the increase. An additional cost in 
next year’s budget will be the unusual sche¬ 
dule of four elections whereas last year there 
were none. 

There will be a special 21st District prim¬ 
ary sometime in May, with a special 2lst Dis¬ 
trict general election to be called this June, to 
fill the vacancy for the late State Representa¬ 
tive of the 21st, Richard Sullivan. Another 
regular state primary will be held in August 
and the presidential election will be Nov. 6. 

The Huron budget allocated $18,300 for 
these elections. 

However, the most costly item was again 
inflation. 

For instance, the utility bills for the three 
fire halls, the township hall and the commun¬ 
ity center have increased at greater rates 
than home utilities because of higher com¬ 
mercial rates.

Members of the 
Belleville police re¬ 
serve will probably 
step down from their 
jobs as temporary jail 
monitors in the next 
few weeks, as a result 
of a recently 
approved police dis¬ 
patchers’ settlement. 

The dispatchers, 
members of Teams¬ 
ters Local 129, voted 
to ratify their agree¬ 
ment on March 23. 
The Belleville City 
Council approved a 
tentative agreement 
at an earlier meeting. 

The final agree¬ 
ment must be 
approved by Bellevil¬ 
le, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren, all of whom 
are represented by 
the dispatchers. Bel¬ 
leville Police Chief 
Willard Dockter pre¬ 
dicted the dispatch¬ 
ers would be on the 
job within the month. 

“I’m optimistic 
everyone will 
approve this,” Dock¬ 
ter said. 

The dispatchers will 
monitor the jail cells 
on evenings and 
weekends, under 
terms of the new 
agreement. They 
won’t touch or handle 
the prisoners, but will 
conduct half hour 
visual checks. 

The new agreement 
provided for a 5 per¬ 
cent pay increase, 
and 10 vacation days 
a year. The base sal¬ 
ary will be $6.10 an 
hour. 

The four full-time 
dispatchers joined 
the Teamsters last 
fall, shortly after Bel¬ 
leville’s two holding 
cells opened their 
doors. The cells, lo¬ 
cated in a locked hall¬ 
way down from the 
police station, are 
used for short-term 
incarcerations of one 
or two days. 

The settlement 
takes a load off the re- 
serves who, since 
September, have 
monitored the cells 
for $4 an hour on an 
on-call basis. 

Belleville Mayor 
Howard Stinehour 
praised the efforts of 
the 23 member re¬ 
serves.

His father was in Romulus re¬ 
cently on a business visit. 

“It’s interesting because Don 
made the statement back some¬ 
where in 1967 or 1968 that he 
someday might like to be Presi¬ 
dent,” he explained.

Be¬ 
cause playing Spock, even off 
camera, he remained kind of 
aloof, distant, and in general, a 
pain in the #**!

trict’s more than $60 million a year budget, but the 
dispute is a reflection of the conflict that exists in the i 
district . . . The them versus us syndrome that could • 
be put to rest or sharpened by the new superinten¬ 
dent. 

We must in alt sincerity thank Dr. Dyer for the 
more than 23 years he has given Wayne-Westland as ; 

a teacher, principal and superintendent. In spite of : 
the problems and criticisms, he was a good superin¬ 
tendent. We wish him well in his new endeavor for 
we are confident he will make the Phoenix Unified ! 
Schools as good as the Wayne-Westland Schools. 

We also wish for an end to the bickering in Wayne- 
Westland. The fact that parents, employees and ! 
administrators are involved and concerned about 
the district is a plus. However, the incessant squab¬ 
bling that has given this district as much unwanted 
ink as President Reagan’s choice for attorney gener¬ 
al must end. It has served only to tarnish the dis¬ 
trict’s image.

Perhaps, some 


1 have always been intrigued for some reason 
with science-fiction technology. Dick Tracy’s 
two-way wrist video telephone and his anti- 
magnetic individual transportation vehicles 
always stimulated my thinking. Maybe it’s be¬ 
cause I am a “possibility thinker.’’ When I see 
a problem my mind starts looking for a solu¬ 
tion. 

Recently my mind turned as it has many 
times during the years to medical technology. 
Human engineering holds a special interest 
and fascination when you begin to join possibil¬ 
ity thinking and medicine for the purpose of 
relieving human suffering. 

Like Dick Tracy’s wrist watch communica¬ 
tor, many of yesterday’s far-out ideas are con¬ 
cepts are becoming today’s realities. Yester¬ 
day’s “wishes”, if you will, often become 
tomorrow’s actuality. 

I have an aunt who has suffered beyond all 
irnagination as a result of crippling rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis. Doctors have successfully been 
replacing one-by-one her deteriorating body 
parts with artificial “joints”. The operations 
have resulted in my aunt being able to continue 
to live a functional, although stressful, life. 
Such “part” replacement operations could be¬ 
come unnecessary if certain medical break¬ 
throughs came into existence. 

It occurred to me years ago that rather than 
mechanically manufacturing body parts or 
transfering them from donors, perhaps they 
could be regenerated by the body itself. 

I have not done a lot of reading on the subject 
for it clearly is not my field. My views are 
strictly pedestrian. However, I have read of 
research into genetic codes and it occurs to me 
that there may be the possibility of self¬ 
reconstruction. What if each of us had the 
opportunity to have on file at our doctor’s 
office, a genetic code “blueprint” recorded and 
stored in a computer’s memory. A complete 
record of what we look like structurally in a 
code language the body understands. 



In the event of an accident resulting in, say 
the loss of a limb, like the loss of a wing of a 
mansion, through fire or storm damage, we 
could go back to the blueprints. 

We would have to be able to trigger the body 
to regenerate, as it does hair and fingernails, 
that part recently lost. A limb, kidney, or heart 
could be renewed or replaced by the body it¬ 
self. That could perhaps be accomplished if we 
knew the body’s language and knew how to talk 
to it and influence it to do what we “wished” it 
to do. 

Perhaps epilepsy could be erased by iden¬ 
tifying the electrical circuit in the brain that is 
shorting out, which is all epilepsy is. If we could 
identify it, and instruct the body to reconstruct 
we could solve the problem and “cure” the 
defect. On the other hand, the existing defective 
brain circuit or body part could be bypassed 
and instructed to shrink or disappear when no 
longer needed. 

I’m reminded of the story of the American 
naval commander who, during a pending naval 
confrontation with the enemy, summoned his 
lieutenants. “Gentlemen, I have an idea,” he 
said. “If we were to set the ocean on fire we 
could destroy the entire fleet of our oppo¬ 
nents.” “Sir, piped up a disciple of the com¬ 
mand, one confused by this concept. “Sir, it 
is an interesting idea to be sure, but how do we 
accomplish what you are suggesting?” The 
commander replied, “My boy, my job is to 
come up with the plans. Yours is to figure out 
how to carry them out!” 

Perhaps my thinking on this subject is off 
track, or perhaps somewhere in some labora¬ 
tory a brilliant scientific mind is in the process 
of perfecting such a possibility. What I wish for 
is less human suffering in this world as a result 
of disease such as my aunt’s or brain short 
circuits like my son’s. Perhaps, someday . .

There are 
state guidelines that must be fol¬ 
lowed.

That’s called private pay. 
When only basic care is needed

According to the Society of St. 
Vincent dePaul, more than 6,000 


persons in Wayne come from 
families considered to be within 
poverty guidelines set by the 
federal government.

In Inkster, 
16,000, in Romulus, 8,000.

A conflict of interest? 


Wayne County Executive William Lucas may 
have submitted the name of Melius Newspaper Pub¬ 
lisher Ernest L. Nagy to fill one of two vacancies on 
the Wayne County Road Commission, but the CEO 
probably won’t find support from the legislative 
branch. 

The WCRC is left with only one of three commis¬ 
sioners after the county commissioners refused to 
put their stamp of approval on two other nominees. 

Nagy, of course, is the popular publisher from a 
downriver chain and, according to a press release 
from Lucas’s office: “Mr. Nagy is extremely ac¬ 
tive in the community ... and, in addition, to his 
publishing background, he is involved in a number 
of community organizations and projects. 

“Such involvement keeps Mr. Nagy’s finger on 
the pulse of county residents ... for this reason he 
will be a good ambassador on the Wayne County 
Road Commission,” the press release concludes. 

That’s a bunch of hogwash, according to Wayne 
County Commissioner Kay Beard whose district in¬ 
cludes Inkster, Westland and Garden City. 

“Mr. Nagy may be well qualified to hold the posi¬ 
tion,” Mrs. Beard says, “but he’s a publisher of a 
newspaper. How do you think his editorial staff is 
going to report the going-ons in the county with Mr. 
Nagy on the board? Can they objectively report 
what goes on knowing their boss will sit in judg¬ 
ment? 

“I have some concerns over this appointment, 
and I know some of my colleagues also will (have 
concerns) ”, Mrs .Beard added. 

There is a bit of urgency attached to Lucas’ re¬ 


quest to fill the vacancy. The Wayne County Road 
(Commission has been left without a quorum. The 
commissioners approved Dr. Janice Frazier of De¬ 
troit, but rejected the nominations of Mary Ann 
Banks, mayor pro tern of Romulus, and Curt Boiler, 
Brownstown supervisor. 

Frazier was sworn in early Monday morning. 

And she’ll be twiddling her thumbs until a quorum 
is found.

Cousins lead elite cage team 


All-Area ranks with 


about 


Remember the television show 
“Family Affair” in the late 1960’s that 
starred Brian Keith and Sebastian 
Cabot? 

In 1984, Romulus High School’s bas¬ 
ketball team boasted their own ver¬ 
sion of ‘ family affair’’ with cousins 
Grant Long and Terry Mills as the stars. 
The two cousins led the Eagles to a 19-5 
record and a district championship be¬ 
fore succumbing to a tough Detroit 
Southwestern squad in the regional 
opener. 

Long and Mills, who are also new- 
phews of former Romulus and now De¬ 
troit Pistons guard John Long, led the 
way as the 1984 Associated Newspap¬ 
ers’ All-Area Team makes its debut. 

The success Romulus had this year 
has to be attributed to the two cousins. 
Long, who averaged 18.7 points per 
game this season and 13.5 rebounds is, 
as Eagles’ coach A1 Wilkerson said, “as 
good a rebounder as there is in 
Michigan” 

Long, “who will make someone an 
outstanding player,’’ is being heavily 
recruited and has narrowed his choices 
to Bowling Green, Eastern Michigan, 
Iowa State, Kent State, Louisiana Tech, 
and Moorhead State. 

Long’s teammate and cousin, Terry 
Mills, doesn’t have to worry about the 
recruiting process just yet, but the 6-8 
sophomore center is regarded as one of 
the top five members of the Class of 1986 
in the country. 

Averaging 22.7 points a game arid 18.7 


rebounds. Mills helped the Eagles to an 
outstanding season with his “unselfish¬ 
ness and hard work.’’ 

Wilkerson said that Mills “tends to 
bring out the best in the other ball¬ 
players and has a great attitude for the 
game.’’ 

Which probably makes Wilkerson 
even happier because he will have Mills 
back next year to help lead the team. 

Mills is also an excellent defensive 
player, having blocked 94 (count ’em) 
shots . With that statistic, it was no small 
wonder that one observer was moved to 
say, “I’d rather have him on my side 
than against me.” 

Joining Long and Mills on this front 
line is 6-4 junior Mark Merriman from 
Inkster Cherry Hill. Merriman was the 
workhorse of a solid Spartan squad this 
season, averaging 22 points a game 
along with 6 assists. 

According to his coach Don Waxer, 
Merriman had the “total respect of the 
Tri-River League and is a good all- 
around ballplayer.” 

Which is probably true because the 
Spartans captain hit double figures in 20 
games, and in 14 of those, had 20 or more 
points. What is more amazing is that 
Merriman spent most of the season 
being double- or triple- teamed. 

Getting the ball to these three for¬ 
wards would be no problem on this team 
when you have a guard like Plymouth 
Canton’s 6-2, 1’70-pound Mark Bennett. 

Bennett, who according to his coach 
Dave Van Wagoner, “did everything 


and wins games for you,” averaged 11 
assists a game to go with his 13 point 
average. Put that together and Bennett 
accounts for close to 35 points of a 
team’s offense during a game. 

The 6-2 guard also excelled on de¬ 
fense, often guarding the opponent’s 
best player and hauling down 9 re¬ 
bounds a game. 

As for winning games, Wayne Memo¬ 
rial High School knows full well what 
Bennett can do. His two clutch free 
throws with 8 seconds left knocked the 
Zebras out of the district tournament. 

With Bennett finding the open man 
with his pinpoint passing, that leaves 
the shooting to two fine guards, Keith 
Strickland and Anthony White. 

Strickland, a 6-1, 170-pound senior 
from Wayne Memorial, led the Zebras 
to a 16-5 record this season and a second 
place finish behind state-ranked Dear¬ 
born Fordson in the Wolverine “A” Con¬ 
ference. The first-team All-League 
choice averaged 13.0 points per game 
and 9 caroms. 

Joining Strickland in the backcourt is 
6-3, 170-pound junior guard Anthony 
White of Inkster. Despite Inkster’s 9-12 
record. White averaged 22.3 points a 
game against the likes of Highland 
Park, Oak Park, and Romulus. 

Coach George Thompson, who lost 
1983 All-Area performers Anthony 
Avant and George Davis to graduation, 
certainly had reason to smile this sea¬ 
son and will more so next year. 

Not only can White score, but he adds 
defense to his resume with two steals a 
game and nearly 2 blocked shots a 


game. White also hauled down an aver¬ 
age 8 rebounds a game this season. 

These six young men who comprise 
the 1984 ANP All All-Area Basketball 
First Team would, no doubt, be a dream 
to coach. They play defense, rebound, 
pass with great efficiency, and score. 
But, above all, they are winners. 

Winners not just on the court, but off it 
as well. There is no doubt that these 
“Sensational Six” — Bennett, Long, 
Merriman, Mills, Strickland, and White 
— have put themselves in the good com¬ 
pany of past All-Area players and have 
lent their contributions to the legend 
and lore of Western Wayne County Bas¬ 
ketball.

This was an exceptional basketball year for Coach A1 Wilkerson and 
the Romulus High Eagles. 

After struggling for the past three seasons, the Eagles manag^ to 
come through with an enviable 19-5 over-all record, win their first 
Class A district championship in 10 years and reach the semis ol the 
regionals before losing to an outstanding Detroit Southwestern High 
quintet. Southwestern lost the state title to Flint. 

Wilkerson, 34, has been at the 
helm of the Eagles for the past 
four years and this year’s team, 
he feels, ranks with some of the 
best in the school’s long history. 

When you consider that cage 
greats such as Johnny Long and 
Shaler Halimon, Jr. wore Eagle 
forms, that’s saying quite a lot. 

“These kids showed a lot of 
class out there,’’ Wilkerson 


' A championship means many 
things to many people, but to the 
six members of the Associated 
Newspapers’ second Team All- 
Area squad, it proved to the en¬ 
tire Western Wayne County area 
what their fans already knew — 
these six young men are winners. 

The four teams represented by 
these six players all won cham¬ 
pionships of some sort during the 
1983-84 season. 

The Rockets of Westland John 
Glenn posted a 9-1 Northwest 
Suburban League record en 
route to the league title; Ply¬ 
mouth Salem won their third 
straight district title two weeks 
ago; Plymouth Canton scrapped 
and clawed their way to the 
Western Lakes crown, and 
Wayne Memorial won the West¬ 
ern Wayne County Christmas 
Classic Tournament. 

Leading the Rockets to their 
first league title in three years 
was 6-6, 200-pound center Mario 
Grazulis. The younger brother of 
1983 All-Area center Paul, Gra¬ 
zulis was a first-team All-NWSL 
choice, and according to his 
coach, Gordie Davis, “has only 
scratched the surface of his ta¬ 
lent.’’ 

Not to mention scratching the 
backboards for 291 rebounds, 
second on the all-time Rocket 
list. He was the Rockets’ leading 
scorer with 15 per game. 


Also instrumental in the Rock¬ 
ets’ success was 6-1, 150-pound 
guard Jeff Hawley, who aver¬ 
aged 12.1 points per game and 
was deadly from outside. Haw¬ 
ley, who was also the quarter¬ 
back for the school’s football 
team, was the team’s leading 
free throw shooter (72%) and 
proved it by sinking two clutch 
tosses to ice the NWSL title 
against Thurston. 

Davis said Hawley was the 
“quiet leader on the team in 
practice and in games. He is also 
well-respected by his team¬ 
mates.’’ 


Salem’s Rocks, sporting a 20-4 
record, were led by Rich Ber- 
beret and Erich Hartnett. Ber- 
beret, a 6-7,220-pound senior cen¬ 
ter, is a three-year starter for 
Coach Fred Thomann. Berberet 
was a triple threat for Salem’s 
opponents. He can score from 
both inside and out and averaged 
17 points per game. Opposing 
teams had trouble defensing him 
because of his versatility of shot 
selection. When he was fouled, he 
was deadly from the charity 
stripe, hitting 73%. Berberet also 
was a threat on the boards, haul¬ 
ing down over 200 this season. 
Berberet also had over 90 assists, 
which made it even harder to 
play defense against him.

I recently had a bad experi¬ 
ence with my bank. They 
charged me a lot of money in 
NSF charges. I don’t think they 
handled it fairly as I had made a 
deposit, they just hadn’t re¬ 
corded it yet. Please help me tell 
them my story. 

Sincerely, Ms. E. 

Dear Bank: 

I am a very small business 
account and have been with your 
Bank since November, 1982, 
approximately I'A years. I have 
waited several weeks to write to 
you as I was uncertain as to how 
to express my dilemma and, 
additi 9 nally, I was uncertain as 
to who to write to. 

During the month of July, 1983, 

I made a $700 deposit into the 
Night Mail Depository at your 
Bank. The following morning six 
of my checks came through for 
payment. I received a telephone 
call from an employee of your 
Branch, who informed me that 
the checks had come through; 
had been paid by the bank, 
however, the employee re¬ 
quested that I come in im¬ 
mediately to cover them. I ex¬ 
plained to her (the employee) 
that I had made a deposit the 
night before in the amount of 
$700. The employee then checked 
the night deposit and found my 
deposit. She informed me that I 
had been assessed $72 in NSF

charges. 

Admittedly, I made the deposit 
late and cut the timing thin. 
However, after several weeks of 
mulling this over, I sincerely feel 
that under the circumstances, I 
should not have been assessed 
NSF charges. Essentially what 
happened is that the checks were 
processed before the night de¬ 
posit was opened. The $700 check 
was drawn on a Cash Reserve 
account, which made it im¬ 
mediately negotiable. 

I expressed my dismay at the 
NSF charges to the employee, 
and she said, “I can cover your 
check to protect your reputation, 
but I can’t waive NSF charges”. 
My “reputation” is above re¬ 
proach and I highly resent her 
statement. 

This matter deeply troubles 
me as while I was being asses¬ 
sed, my deposit was, in fact, in 
the bank’s hands. 

I would very much appreciate 
a response from you explaining 
the equity of this situation from 
the Bank’s viewpoint. 

I am not looking for special 
treatment, however, 1 cannot 
justify the transaction. I find it to 
be exceedingly unfair and very 
costly. Again, I am not a large 
depositor but I am a growing 
business and, above all, a cus¬ 
tomer.

Van Buren rates ^best in state^ from township auditor

Van Buren Township held the 
line on last year’s budget, the 
township’s auditor told trustees 
last week. 

The township’s 1983 expendi¬ 
tures were only 2 percent greater 
than projected, auditor Ron 
Traskos said. “The general fund 
balance is very healthy,’’ Tras¬ 
kos stressed. “I’d rate the Van 
Buren fund balance as one of the 
best in the state.’’ 

The township budgeted $1.37 
million in expenditures, and 


spent $1.4 million, or $28,000 
more than was budgeted, 
according to the audit. 

The audit covered an “odd 
period ,’ ’ Traskos pointed out , be¬ 
cause of the township’s switch to 
charter status in August which 
altered its fiscal calendar. “This 
was a nine month audit, from 
April to December,’’ Traskos 
said. “No tax revenues were in¬ 
cluded.’’ 

The township received $100,000 
more in revenue than it antici¬ 
pated, the auditor said. He attri¬ 
buted the increase to: higher 
than anticipated state aid ; build¬ 


ing department fees that totaled 
$10,000 more than projected ; and 
increased interest income be¬ 
cause of successful investments. 

Beefed-up police patrols also 
boosted income from tickets and 
fines, the auditor said. 

Water and sewer funds were 
also “very good,” Traskos said, 
and came close to the “break 
even point” after depreciations. 

In another matter at the March 
27 meeting, trustees approved a 
revised ordinance regulating 
dish-type (or parabolic) 
antennas.

A “shrubbery 
requirement” (that the antennas 
be shielded behind shrubbery or 
a six foot fence) was dropped. In 
addition, the antennas will be 
allowed in side yards. 

Remaining restrictions would 
limit the antenna to one per re¬ 
sidence ; require it to be a max¬ 
imum diameter of twelve feet; 


and prohibit front yard place¬ 
ment. 

The revised ordinance was 
approved without objections 
from the approximately 15 peo¬ 
ple in the audience. 

The trustees also : 

Approved, on final reading, a 
junkyard ordinance, the first 
enacted in the township. The 
ordinance outlines zoning reuire- 
ments and the junkyard owner’s 
responsibilities in maintaining 
property. 

Authorized the treasurer to 
hire an assistant to help collect 
delinquent property taxes from 
area businesses. The assistant 
would be paid the 1 percent colec¬ 
tion fee the township would nor¬ 
mally keep. 


Approved a request from the 
cable commission to hire a con¬ 
sultant to redraft the township 
cable ordinance. Dudick, the 
township representative on the 
committee, said an outside con¬ 
sultant was needed because of 
complex technical and legal 
questions. The commission also 
received permission to use the 
township attorney’s help in 
obtaining back fees owned by 
Huron Valley Cablevision 
(Lemontree) since July, 1981.

ORDINANCE NO. 3-27-84 (1) 

AMENDMENT TO 
ZONING ORDINANCE 
NO. 3-1-74 

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

A. A new subsection to Section 20.763 of the Zoning Ordinance (Permitted 
Uses After Special Approval in a M-2, General Industrial District) to 
read as follows : 

e. 

Junk yards, subject to compliance with Ordinance No. 3-1-74, 
Township Junk Yard Ordinance, the provisions of all Township 
codes and ordinances and safety standards of State and County, 
and the following requirements which are intended to protect the 
environment, insure pure air and clean ground water and other¬ 
wise protect nearby residential, business, office, industrial and 
institutional uses from hazards and from noise, dust or other 
radiated disturbances : 

1 . Where a junk yard is adjacent to residential . business or office 
zoned properties or has frontage on a road or highway, a solid 
masonry obscuring wall, at least eight (8) feet in height, of one 
(1) uniform color and meeting Township Building Code stan¬ 
dards, shall be constructed at least fifty (50) feet * * from the 
side and rear lot lines, and along the required front yard 
setback line. Where a junk yard is adjacent to industrial or 
airport zoned properties, a masonry wall, as described above, 
or a solid obscuring fence at least eight (8) feet in height shall ^ 
be constructed on the side and rear property lines adjacent to 
said industrial or airport zoned property. 

2. Where a junk yard has frontage on a road or highway, the solid 
masonry wall shall be set back not less than one hundred fifty 
( 150) feet from said road or highway right-of-way or easement 

^ line and a twenty (20) foot greenbelt planting strip, composed 
evergreen or deciduous trees and shrubs as described in 
Section 20.360, shall be planted and maintained outside of said 
wall, except where entrance and exit driveways are located, 
in order to screen the junk yard activities from the road or 
highway. 

A sales and or office building for keeping business records of 
the junk yard operation is permitted in the setback area noted 
above provided that front and side setbacks for buildings in a 
M-2 District are complied with (see Section 20.852) . Said twen¬ 
ty (20) foot setback shall be landscaped and bermed pursuant 
to requirements of Section 20.360, GREENBELTS. Such 
greenbelt may eliminate all or part of the aforementioned 
greenbelt planting strip requirement adjacent to the solid 
masonry wall if in the opinion of the Planning Commission, at 
time of site plan review, sufficient screening is provided. 

* Equivalent to that for buildings in a M-2 District but less 
than 200 foot requirement for open storage yards for con¬ 
struction contactor’s equipment and supplies, etc. under 
Section 20.763, a, and the 100 foot greenbelt requirement for 
M-2 uses under Section 20.764. 

3. Junk material shall be stored a minimum distance of twenty 
(20) feet from any industrial or airport zoned property line. 
Storage of such materials on any site shall not be piled higher 
than the height of the eight (8) foot masonry wall or fence. A 
roadway shall be provided, paved, graded and maintained 
from the street to the rear of the property to permit free access 
of fire trucks at any time. 

4. There shall be no burning of tires, vehicle bodies, wiring, oil or 
waste products on the site, and all industrial processes, includ¬ 
ing the use of equipment for cutting, compressing or packag¬ 
ing shall be conducted within a completely enclosed building. 

5. All trucks, and other vehicles shall be stored or parked within 
the required walled or fenced enclosure. 

6. All truck loading and unloading shall be performed within the 
required walled or fenced enclosure. 

7. The operator of the junk yard shall be responsible to clean up 
all debris and junk accidentally deposited on any public right- 
of-way within one (1) mile of the junk yard site. 

8. There shall be compliance with all industrial performance 
standards as specified under Section 20.766 as well as site plan 
review requirements under Section 20.767. 

B. Add a new entry under Section 20.481, h (off street parking require¬ 
ments) to read as follows: 

“(36) Junk Yards 1. Eachowneror manager,plusone (1) space 
for each employee, plus one (1) space for 
customer parking for each one half (V2) 
acre for the first five (5) acres of the prop¬ 
erty, plus an additional space for each 
additional five (5) acres or part thereof.’’ 

C. Amend Section 20.764, Protective Screening, to add the following sent¬ 
ence at end of said Section. 

“Screening requirements for junk yards shall be as estab¬ 
lished under Section 20.763,e’’.

ORDINANCE NO. 3-27-84 (3) 

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE CONSTRUCTION AND USE OF 
PARABOLIC OR DISH TYPE ANTENNA WITHIN THE CHARTER 
TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

Section 1. General:; 

Except as provided herein no parabolic or dish type antenna shall be 


erected, constructed or altered on any lot within the Charter Township of 
Van Buren. 

Section 2. Definitions: 

Parabolic dish type antenna as used herein means any circular or 
similar shape receiving antenna or any communication device for re¬ 
ceiving television signals from a satellite over four (4) feet in diameter. 

Section 3. Exclusions: 

Non Commercial Direct Broadcasting Satellites (DBS) roof mounted 
antenna limited to four (4) feet in diameter are excluded from this 
ordinance. 

Section 4. Requirements: 

All parabolic or dish type antenna located outside of the building shall 
meet the following requirements: 

(a) Maximum number per residential lot - one (1). 

(b) Maximum diameter - twelve (12) feet. 

(c) Minimum setback from all property lot lines - seven (7) feet. 

(d) No antenna may be located in a front yard. 

(e) All parabolic or dish type antenna shall be mounted at ground 
level. 

Section 5. Inspection Required. 

No parabolic or dish type antenna shall be made operational until the 
Building Inspector or his designee shall certify in writing that both con¬ 
structional plans and final construction of said antenna meet the require¬ 
ments of this ordinance. 

Section 6. Penalty. 

Any violation of this ordinance shall be deemed to be a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction for each and every offense be subject to pay a fine of 
not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). Each day’s continued 
violation of this ordinance, after written notice thereof, shall constitute a 
separate violation. 

Section 7. Repealer Clause: 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances and all resolutions or parts of 
resolutions conflicting herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. Saving Clause: 

In the event that any section or provision of this ordinance or any 
portion thereof, any paragraph , sentence or word . be declared by court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such decision shall not affect the 
validity of the remainder hereof as a whole or part hereof other than the 
part declared to be invalid. 

Section 9. Effective Date: 

This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final adoption and 
publication in the Belleville Enterprise, official newspaper for the Char¬ 
ter Township of Van Buren.
